Cross  Country  runners  have  a  difficult  job.  They  begin  their  season  in  blustering  heat  and  end  in  the  frigid  cold. 
The  women's  team,  despite  small  numbers  and  nagging  injuries,  finished  ninth  at  the  Midwest  Conference 
Championships.  One  of  the  highlights  was  the  team's  fourth-place  finish  at  the  Scots'  only  home  race  of  the  fall 
season,  the  Division  III  Illinois  State  Meet.  Led  by  senior  Gretchen  Vandergriff,  who  won  all  four  all-state  medals  in 
cross  country,  and  junior  Ann  Moody,  the  Scots  captured  a  top  four  plaque  for  the  fifth  year  in  a  row. 

The  men's  team  also  faced  a  difficult  season  because  of  the  lack  of  depth.  Led  by  sophomore  Tony  Miles,  the 
men  finished  seventh  at  the  Midwest  Conference  Championships.  Tony  was  also  an  All-State  medalist,  finishing 
twelfth  in  the  Division  III  Illinois  State  Meet.  Four  of  the  five  men  who  competed  this  season  posted  personal 
records  for  the  '98  season.  All  of  the  men  were  underclassmen,  so  Coach  Pio  hopes  that  they  will  all  work  hard  in 
the  off  season  and  bring  the  Monmouth  team  back  to  the  top  of  the  conference. 

"We  suffered  a  down  year  in  terms  of  overall  team  results,"  said  Monmouth  Coach  Chris  Pio.  "It  certainly  was  a 
change  from  what  we  have  been  able  to  do  in  the  past.  This  season  should  not  be  judged  in  disappointment,  how- 
ever, but  rather  as  a  challenge  to  work  hard  in  the  off  season  to  get  our  team  back  into  the  competitive  position  we 
have  been  accustomed  to." 

Data  Pagel  said,  "This  season  was  definitely  different  from  the  prior  two  seasons  I  have  been  on  the  cross  coun- 
try team.  We  were  a  small  team  this  year  and  really  were  not  able  to  do  anything  from  a  team  perspective.  But,  as 
the  saying  goes,  'size  does  not  matter,'  and  it  really  showed  from  an  individual  perspective.  I  was  on  the  team  with 
nine  other  individuals  who  were  dedicated  and  worked  hard  at  doing  their  best  day  in  and  day  out.  There  were 
many  individual  victories  achieved  this  season.  If  anything  at  all,  I  do  not  think  that  we  should  reflect  on  what 
might  have  been,  but  instead  focus  on  what  could  be!'

Pi  Beta  Phi,  the  first  women's  fraternity,  was  found- 
ed here  in  Monmouth  in  1867.  We  were  established  at 
the  Holt  House  under  the  name  of  I.C.  Sorosis.  The 
name  was  changed  to  Pi  Beta  Phi  in  1888.  In  the  early 
years,  Pi  Phis  were  known  for  their  charitable  work.  In 
1884,  the  Monmouth  Chapter  relinquished  its  charter. 
However,  on  May  25,  1928,  the  chapter  was  rechartered 
and  installed  as  the  Illinois  Alpha  Chapter  of  Pi  Beta  Phi.

CELEBRATION  opened  on  Broadway  in  January  of  1969  and  ran  for  110  performances.  It  was 
a  modest  success  but  certainly  didn't  take  the  theatrical  world  by  storm.  Typically,  the  show  is 
known  as  "the  other  show"  written  by  the  creators  of  THE  FANTASTICKS  and  I  DO,  I  DO. 

In  an  age  characterized  by  MTV  visual  and  sound  bites,  I  thought  it  useful  to  choose  a  show 
which  revolves  around  the  ritual  aspects  of  drama.  CELEBRATION  opens  with  the  narrator 
Potemkin  inviting  us  to  assist  her  "with  our  imagination. ..to  make  this  humble  stage  a  place  for  cele- 
bration." With  an  elemental  set  and  a  variety  of  "found"  costumes  and  props,  the  show  propels  us 
on  an  emotional  ride  to  discover  who  we  are  and  what  we  believe  in.  To  paraphrase  a  lyric  from 
PIPPEN:  "not  bad  for  musical  comedy." 

This  is  also  the  time  of  year  when  we  bid  a  fond  farewell  to  our  seniors.  I  hope  you  will  explore 
the  bulletin  board  in  the  Lobby-we  have  a  marvelous  crew  who  have  participated  in  Theatre  as  part 
of  their  Monmouth  experience.

On  April  24th,  history  was  made  at  Monmouth  College.  For  the  first  time  ever  on  the  campus,  a  nationally 
known  band.  They  Might  Be  Giants,  performed  in  concert.  The  band  was  chosen  by  the  students.  Lists  were  drawn 
up  by  ASAP  of  all  the  possible  bands,  and  the  actual  voting  took  place  before  Christmas  outside  the  cafeteria. 
ASAP  then  went  to  work  making  the  preparations  for  them  to  come. 

On  April  23rd,  the  stage,  lighting,  and  sound  systems  arrived.  A  very  devoted  group  of  students  helped  unload 
and  set  up  the  equipment  in  preparation  of  the  next  day's  concert. 

The  band's  gear  arrived  early  on  the  24th.  Many  of  the  same  volunteers,  tired  from  the  day  before,  came  and 
moved  that  into  the  gym.  Slowly  all  the  black  boxes  that  peppered  the  floor  were  unpacked  and  everything  was  put 
into  place. 

The  opening  band,  Michael  Shelly,  began  playing  at  8  p.m.  Their  music  was  good,  but  not  well-known.  Their 
claim  to  fame  being  a  Gap  commercial. 

It  was  not  until  9  p.m.  that  the  audience  really  became  energized.  When  the  Giants  took  the  stage,  the  crowd 
moved  closer  to  the  front  of  the  stage  and  many  who  had  been  sitting  in  the  bleachers  came  down  and  joined  the 
throng. 

The  Giants  played  many  of  their  most  popular  songs,  including  "Birdhouse  In  Your  Soul,"  which  even  had 
Deans  Ogorzalek  and  Rovinski  dancing  along.  As  they  went  off-stage  before  the  encore,  the  crowd  began  to  chant 
"Istanbul,"  referring  to  "Istanbul,  Not  Constantinople"... what  is  quite  possibly  their  most  popular  song.  The  Giants 
responded  to  the  request  and  came  back  on  to  perform  that  song  which  finished  off  the  concert. 

After  the  crowd  had  cleared  and  the  band  had  returned  to  the  hotel,  the  students  began  to  dismantle  the  stage 
and  lighting.  By  2  a.m.,  the  gym  was  back  to  looking  like  a  gym  and  there  was  little  evidence  left  of  what  had 
transpired  there  just  hours  before... except  in  the  memories  of  those  who  were  there  and  witnessed  history  at 
Monmouth  College:  They  Might  Be  Giants  in  concert.

Some  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  included  Dr.  Elmo  singing  "Grandma  Got  Run  Over  by  a  Reindeer"  at  the 
Christmas  banquet,  and  the  a  cappella  group  Tonic  SolFa  which  was  a  very  well  attended  event.  The  focus  of  the  year, 
however,  was  of  course  They  Might  Be  Giants.  ASAP  will  continue  to  have  popular  bands  come  to  campus  hopefully 
every  other  year.  Another  event  that  will  continue  to  go  strong  after  this  year's  success  is  Open  Mic  Night  at  the 
Underground.
